Although  silver  coins  have  been  made  in  China  only  since  the  1830’s, 
the  metal  itself  has  been  a  medium  of  exchange  there  for  several  centuries. 
Cast  into  ingots  of  recognized  weight,  ranging  from  fractions  to  multiples  of 
the  tael  (equal  to  about  \y3  ounces,  avoirdupois),  silver  was  used  to  make  large 
purchases,  pay  debts  and  transfer  funds.  Countermarks  on  the  smooth  surface 
of  the  kettledrum  or  shoe-shaped  pieces  attest  to  the  fineness  of  the  silver  and 
usually  indicate  the  banking  or  exchange  house  that  issued  them.

CHINESE  “FANTASY”  COINS 

Due  to  the  chaotic  nature  of  government  in  China  thruout  most  of  the  19th 
Century,  and  especially  the  lack  of  a  central  issuing  authority,  there  exist  mul¬ 
titudes  of  large  ornate  silver  “Crowns”  minted  in  various  Provinces  of  this  vast 
land.  Although  airily  dismissed  by  Kann  as  “fantasies”  there  is  little  doubt 
that  many  actually  circulated,  and  all  are  avidly  sought  after  by  collectors.  Most 
are  thoroughly  catalogued  by  Coole.
